Harrodsburg, Ky., Jul^ 21. r While 
in a jealous rage to-day Lafayette Phil¬ 
lips, keeper of the city Wdfcthouse. shot 
and instantly killed his wife, aged sev¬ 
enteen years; fatally injured her sister. 
Mrs. Kyle Watkins, aged thirty-two, 
and seriously wounded Thomas Sallee, 
aged eighteen. The tragedy occurred 
at the home of Mrs. Watkins, about 
noon, in West Lexington street. 

Mrs. Phillips had gone to spend the" 
- day with her sister. Young Sallee was 
a caller at the home. It is said that 
Phillips' wife had left home because 
he suspected her of being unfaithful 
to him. 

^ Phillips had been drinking heavily 
for several days, it is claimed, and to- - 
day went to the home of his sister-in- j 
law for the purpose, it is thought, of 
.persuading his wife to return to her 1 
f home. 

V When Phillips entered the sittir.g- 
} room at the Watkins home, it is said. | 
^ he became boisterous and used ob-' 
jectionable language. Every effort to j 
persuade him to leave proved useless. 
He sat in the center of the floor and 
loaded a 32 Smith & Wesson revolver, 
after which he went into an adjoining 
room, where, it is said, he found young 
• Sallee, sitting on the side of the bed. 
talking to Mrs. Phillips. The scene 
which met his eyes so enraged him | 
that he leveled the revolver and fired 1 
at his wife three times, all of the shots | 
taking effect. One ball entered the j 
left breast and passer! through the I 
heart, another the right breast above 
the nipple and the other penetrated 
the stomach. 

After making sure of the death of 1 
his wife. Phillips turned the weapon 
upon Sallee and shot him as he was 
making his exit through the front door. 1 
.Only one shot was fired at him which 
entered Sallee’s shoulder, plowing 
through the flesh and coming out about 
six inches from where it had entered. ( 
Phillips then returned to the sitting- 
room and shot Mrs. Watkins. The ball 
entered her right side above the hm. i 
passing through her kidneys. She was 
given medical attention and revived 
sufficiently to make a statement to the 
effect tflat Phillips came to her house 
in a drunken condition and abused her 
and her sister, placing the blame of j 
his wife having left him upon Mrs. 
Watkins. 

Mrs. Nellie Davis, the aged mother 
. of Mrt. Phillips and Mrs. Watkins, 
siays that she endeavored to induce 
Phillips to leave the house after shoot-1 
ing her daughters, but that he flashed 
the pistol in her face and threatened l 
to kill her. She ran into an adjoining 
room ahd closed the door. 

City Assessor Fount Smedley and 
William Britton were passing the houses 
at the time the shooting occurred and, 
on hearing the screams rushed into the 
yard, but were met at the door by 
Phillips who threatened to kill them 
if they entered The men informed J 
the officers of the-tragedy. 

When Phillips saw Chief of Police j 
Smith, Patrolman Bev Bonta and Jail-! 
«r Jake Board, he met them a short 
...distance from the house and drew his 
^-'pistol on first one and then the other, 
holding them at bay for some time 1 
and threatened their" lives if they at¬ 
tempted to arrest him. After being | 
pleaded with tor some time by the of¬ 
ficers Phillips handed oyer his pistol 
and was taken to jail. 

Young Sallee, after being shot, left 
the house and ran to his home about 
a mile in the country bareheaded and 
in his sock feet. He' was visited by 
the Courier-Journal representative, but 
was unable to make a credible state¬ 
ment. owing to the fact that he was 
greatly excited and suffering consid¬ 
erably from his wound. 

The Coroner’s inquest into the death 
of Mrs. Phillips will be held to-mor¬ 
row morning. Mrs. Phillips was ex- 1 
ceptionally* pretty. Mrs. Watkins is 1 
Mt* wife of a prominent young grocery 
fcler, 

f Phillips had been keeper of the city

a good officer.

• The beginning or harvest in the 
southern Kansas wheat belt a few 
days ago brought the farmers to town 
looking for help, writes a Newton 
(Kan.) correspondent of the Kansas 
City Star. 

“Want some college boys?" was ask¬ 
ed of one well to do wheat raiser. 

He laughed. “Well, bandy." he sald> 
“Not If they are like those 1 bad last 
summer.” 

“Wouldn’t they work?" 

"Yes. they worked pretty well, but 
they dkl so many things besides. One 
of the first tliiugs they did was to or¬ 
ganize a baseball team among the men 
and challenge the workers over on the 
next farm That meant that we had 
to give them a lay off one whole after¬ 
noon Tlieu they Invited all the girls 
in the neighborhood to a dance in my 
big bam without asking my permis¬ 
sion. and I had to take a Cay to fix for 
that. It was too much." • 

"But you got your wheat up?” 

“After awhile. I wouldn't have, 
though. If I hadn't thought of a 
scheme. Those boys were so Interested 
In baseball that they demanded a horse 
to wend one .if the hunch to town every 
night to get tk# scores made during the 
day. That cost me the use of the ani¬ 
mal the next day. and It made the 
boys uervoin. for they wouldn’t go to 
bed until the messenger came back 
■bout midnight. Of course they could 
not do very much the next day. getting 
up at 4 o'clock, as they bad to do. 

"Well. I went to Hutchinson, where 
they have a newspaper, ami there 
.1 made arrangements to have rhe 
baseball news telephoned to my farm 
every afternoon. I ran an extra line 
from the house to the wheat field -and 
put up s big bulletin hoard that could 
be rend half a mile away. Then I had 
my sixteen-yenr-old girl take the mes¬ 
sages and chalk them on the board 
The reapers could see the board every 
time they entne around to that side of 
the field, and they fairly ran the teams 
to death trying to get there fast. That 
bulletin board was a wonderful help, 
and It bet* the boys on the farm too.” 

The college yell has not made much 
progress tn the wheat belt. The high 
schools are catching on. but they do 
not have the real thing vet.

Not many farmers who have been raising tobacco for the mar¬ 
ket in years past have ever held tneir crops for summer delivery. 
Therefore, a few words to those still bolding their tobacco in barns 
at home will not come amiss. 

In the first place the tobacco should be hung very close, in fact 
pressed moderately together, as this will prevent much lose in 
weight which happens when often coming in and going out of case. 
In this close-hung condition it should be left until it gets the ad¬ 
vantage of as much hot weather as possible, thereby insuring the 
tobacco a thorough drying. Consult M*- Were before taking your 
tobacco down. If it should come into the «, ici..,use in too high 
case so that there is likely lodamaged tobacco after prizing. It 
will have to lie at the owner’s risk and expense. This extra ex¬ 
pense means that the tobacco will have to be rthung in the ware¬ 
house here and the warehouse company can not advance money on 
it until it is in condition to insure keeping. One of the best tests 
is that after two or three dry, still days the tobacco is found early 
in the day. say before 8 o'clock, to be in good case, there will be 
little risk in bulking it to keep. 

Follow these directions and let every man who knows how, to 
handle in summer order render what assistance and advice he can 
to his neighbor. With our drying plant next season we will not 
have this trouble.

There was certainly nothing In John 
Ryder's outward ap|<camnce h> Justify 
Loinbroso's sensational description of 
him: "A social and physiological freak, 
a degenerate aud a prodigy of turpi¬ 
tude who. iu the pursuit of money, 
crushes with the Insensibility of a 
steel machine every one who stands 
ln bis way." On the contrary. Ryder, 
outwardly at least, was a |»rep*»s*ess- 
Ing looking man. His head was well 
shaped, and he had an Intellectual 
brow, while power was expressed In 
•very g«**ture of his hands and body. 
Every Inch of him suggested strength 
and resourcefulness. Ills face, when 
in good humor, frequently expanded 
ln a pleasant smile, aud he had eveu 
been known to laugh boisterously, 
usually at his own stories, which he 
rightly -considered very droll, and of 
which be ifossessed a goodly stock. 
But In rei»ose his face grew stern and 
forbidding, and when his prognatbon> 
Jhw. Indicative of will power and bull¬ 
dog teuaclty. suapjted to with a click- 
like sottnd^' those who beard It knew- 
that squalls were coming. 

But It John Ryder's eyes tbat 
were regarded as the most reliable 
barometer! of his mental condition. 
Wonderful eyes they were, strangely 
eloquent and expressive, and their most 
singular feature was tbat they pos¬ 
sessed the uncanny power of changing 
color like a cat's. When their owner 
was at peac* w ith the w»orld. and had 
temporarily shaken off tbe cares of 
business, his eyes were of the most 
restful, beautiful blue, like the sky 
after sunrise on a spring morning, anti 
looking Into their serene depths It 
seemed absurd to think that this man 
could ever harm a fly. Ills face, while 
under the spell of this kindly mood, 
was so benevolent and gentle, so frank 
and honest tbat you felt there was 
nothing In thg world—purse, honor, 
wife, child—that. If needs lie. you 
would not Intrust to his keeping. 

When the period of truce was ended, 
wbeu the plutodrat was once more ab¬ 
sorbed lu coptvolllng tbe political as 
well as the commercial machinery of 
the nation, then his eyes took on a 
suaklsb. greenish lme. and *one could 
plainly reud In them tbe cunning, the 
avariciousness. the meanness, the In¬ 
satiable thirst fhr gain that bad made 
this man the jnost unscrupulous mon¬ 
ey getter of hffl'Ume.’ hut his eyes had 
still another color, and when this last 
transformation took place those de¬ 
pendent upon him and even hbr friends 
quaked with fear, for they were his 
eyes of anger. On these dreaded occa¬ 
sions bis eyes grew black as darkest 
night and flashed fire as lightning 
rends the thundercloud. Almokt ungov¬ 
ernable fury was luileed the weakest 
spot ln John Ryder's armor, for In 
these irfoments of appalling wrath be 
was reckless of what he said or did. 
friendship, self Interest, prudence, all 
were sacrificed. 

Such was the Colossus on whom all 
eyes were turned as he entered. In¬ 
stantly the conversation stop|»ed as by 
magic. Tbe directors Bodged each oth- 
.er and whispered. Instinctively Ryder 
singled out his crouy. Senator Roberts, 
who advanced with effusive gesture. 

"Hello, senator!" 

"You're punctual, as usual. Mr. Ry¬ 
der. I neve- knew you to be late." 

Ryder passed on and into the direct¬ 
ors' room.’followed by Senator Ro»*rts 
and the other directors, the procession 
being brought up by the dapper little 
secretary bearing the minutes. 

With a nod here and there Ryder 
took bis place in the cbalrmau's seat 
ami rapped for order. Then at a sign 
from the chair the dapper little secre¬ 
tary twgau in a monotonous voice to 
read the minutes of the previous meet-

Quickly they were approved, and the 
cbnlrniati) pri**eeded ax rapidly ns po» 
rible with the regnlar business routine. 
That disposed of. the meeting was 
ready for the chief business of the day. 
Ryder then calmly proceeded to present 
the facts In the caw. 

Rome years back the road had ac¬ 
quired as an Investment some thou¬ 
sands of acres of land Im-ated In tbe 
outskirts of Auhtirmlale. on tide line 
of their road. The land was bought 
cheap, and there bad Iwen some talk 
of laying part «*f » out a« a public 
park*. This promise had been made at 
the time in good faith, but it was no 
condition of the sale. If afterward, 
owing to tlur rise In the value of real 
esyitc.-tlie road found it lmjM»ss|t»le to 
carry the original Idea, surely they 
were masters of their own property! 
The people of Auhurmlale thought dif¬ 
ferently and. goaded on by the local 
liews|aq*ers. had begun action in the 
courts to restrain the road front divert¬ 
ing the laud from Its alleged original 
purpo-r. They had succeeded in get¬ 
ting the Injunction, but the rmnl had 
fought It tooth and nail* find finally 
csrriiil it to the supreme court, where 
Judge ICoskuiOT* after reserving his 
opinion bad dually sustained the In¬ 
junction and decided against the rail¬ 
road. That was the situation 

Several directors *[»okc. the argu¬ 
ments of each one being merely a re¬ 
iteration of those already heard. Ry¬ 
der did not listen to what was being 
said. Why should he? Was be not 
fauiilinr with every possible phase of 
the game? Better than these men who 
merely talked, he Was planning how 
the railroad and all his other interests 
could get rid of the troublesome Judge. 
Roasmore. 

He who controlled legislatures and 
dictated to supreme court Judges had 
found himself powerless when each 
turn of the legal machinery had 
brought him face to face with Judge 




Rossn.ore. Suit after suit hud been 
deckled against him and the interests I 
he represented, uud each time it was 
Judge Bosainort who had banded down 
the decision. So for years these two 
men bad fought a silent but bitter duel 
lu which principle ou the one side aud 
attempted corruption on the other | 
were tbe gage of battle. Judge Ross- 
Juore fought with the weapons which 
his oath ami tbe law directed him to 
use. Ryder wlt|> the only weapons he I 
understood—bribery and trickery. And I 
each time it Lnd been Rossmor© who 
had emerged triumphant. Despite ev I 
ery maneuver Ryder's experience could | 
suggest, notwithstanding every card 
that could be played to undermine his i 
credit and reputation. Judge Uoasmorc I 
stood higher in tbe country's confi¬ 
dence than when he was first appoint j 
•d. 

So w hen Ryder found he coold not ' 
corrupt this honest Judge with gold I 
he decided to destroy him with caluoi 
ny. No scruples embarrassed Ryder 
iu arriving at this determination. 
From ids point of view he was fully 
Justified. Business is business. He 
hurts my Interests; therefore I remove 
him." Ho he argued, and he consid 
ered It no more wrong to wreck the 
happlnesa of this honorable man tbaa ' 
he would to have shot a burglar in 
self defense. 8o having thus tran- 
quiUtaed his conscience be had gone to 
work In his usually thorough mauner. j 
and his success had surpassed the ! 
most sanguine expectations. 

This is what he had done. 

Like many of our public servants ,• 
whose labors are compensated only ln j 
niggardly fasblou by an Inconsiderate 
country, Judge ltossmore was a man 
of but moderate means. Hls Incoui** j 
as Justice of the supreme court was 
9J2.UUO a year, but for a man In hls | 
position, having a certain appearance i 
to keep up. It little more thau kept the 
wolf from the door. He lived quietly j 
but comfortably. In New York with his 
wife and his daughter Shirley, an at¬ 
tractive y«5ung woman who bad grad 
uuted from Yassar and had shown a j 
marked taste for literature. The daugh ' 
ter's education had cost a good deal of i 
money, and this, together with life In- | 
surauce and other incidentals of keep | 
ing house la New York, had about tnk 
en all be had. Yet be had mhnaged to 
save a little, and those years wbeu be 
could put by a fifth of hls salary the 
Judge considered himself lucky. Se¬ 
cretly be was proud of hls compurn 
tlve poverty At least the world could 
never ask him "where he got It." 

Ryder was well acquainted with 
Judge Rossmore's private means. The 
two men hat. met at a dinner, and. al¬ 
though Ryder bad tried to cultivate 
the acquaintance, he never received 
much em-ourageinenL Ryder’s son 
Jefferson, too. had met Miss Shirley 
Rowiiuore and been much attracted to 
her, but the father having more am- j 
bitlous plans for his beli; quickly dis 
couraged all attentions ln that direc 
tion. He himself, however, continued 
tr* meet tbe judge casually, and one 
evening he contrived to broach the I 
snbjeet of profltaljjp Investments. Th** * 
Judge admitted that by careful board- ( 
lug and much stinting he bad managed 
to save a few thousand dollars which j 
be was anxious to Invest In something i 
good. 

Quick as the keen eyed vulture 
swoops down on Its prey the wily 
financier seized the opportunity thus 
presented. Aud he took so much trou¬ 
ble In answering tbe Judge's Inexperi¬ 
enced questions and generally made 
himself so agreeable tbat the Judge 
found himself regretting that he and 
Ryder Uud by force of clrctimstauces 
been opposed to each other In public 
life so lqng. Ryder strongly recom- i 
mended the purchase of Alaskan Min¬ 
ing stock, a new and booming enter¬ 
prise which had lately !>ecome very 
active In the market. Ryder said be 
had reasons to believe that the stock j 

was an op|>ortunlty to get It cheap. 

A few days after he had made the 
Investment the Judge was surprised to j 
receive certificates of stock for double | 
the amount he had |>4>d for. At the 
same time he received a letter from | 
the secretary of the company explain- | 
Ing that the additional stork was pool 
stock and not to l»e marketed at the i 
present time. Il was in ‘the nature of i 
a Ikyhu* to which he was entitkxl os 
one of the early shareholders. The let- j 
ter was full of verbiage and technical , 
details of which the judge understood 
nothing, but he thought it very liberal j 
of the company and. putting the stock 
away ln his safe, soon forgot ail about 
it. Had he lieeii a business man he 
would have scented peril. He would 
have realised that lie bad now In his 
possession $5o.00U worth of stock for \ 
which he had not paid a reut and fur¬ 
thermore had dejMMitcd it when u reor- * 
dnuizntion came. 

But the Judge was sincerely grateful 
for Ryder's apparently disinterested 
■dvice and wrote two letter* to him. 
one In which he thanked him for the 
trouble he had takeu and another In 
which be aske-.l him if he was sure the 
company was financially sound, as the 
Investment he contemplated' making 
represented all hi* saving*. He added 
In the Recond letter that he had re- 
celved stock for double the amount of 
hls investment and that, being a per¬ 
fect child In business transaction*, he 
had lH*en unable to account for the ex¬ 
tra $50,000 worth until the secretary of 
the company had written him assuring 
him tbat everything was In order. 
These letter* Ryder kept. 

From that time on the Alaskan Min¬ 
ing i-oinpnn.r underwent mysterious 
changes. New capitalists gained con¬ 
trol and the name was n He red to the 
Great Northwestern Mining company. 
Then It became Involved In litigation, 
and fine suit, the outcome of which 
meant million* to the company, was 
carried to the supreme court, where 
Judge Ros* more waa sitting. The 
Judge had by this time forgotten all 
about the company In which be owued

Read the following from fhe press dispatches of Tuesday. July 16: 


COAL FAMINE IN MIDSUMMER 


Butte, Montana. July 15. —Although I 
the middle of summer, a serious coal j 
famine is felt throughout the North 
western States. The Nrrthem Pacific, i 
in Montana, is obliged to burn Hocking I 
Valley (Ohio) coal, notwithstanding ■ 
strenuous efforts _Jo secure additional j 
local supplies. A'Sj*okane. Montana, 
agent has orders for 203 cars, but has 
l»een able to secure only nineteen. It! 
is difficult to get any coal from Canada, 
as the Canadian Government forbids 
-export of Canadian coal until home de¬ 
mands are filled. Nearly all the North¬ 
western coal mines are running day and 
night, but are all away behind in their 
orders. 

A great shortage exists on the Pacific 
coast. The Government has been 
obliged to order 50.000 tons sent from 
Baltimore to the naval stations on the 
Pacific coast. 


I great coal famine urevailed in the 
Northwest, bams, fences, even floors 
I of houses, ware burned for fuel. Thai 
famine was partly broken by large im- i 
I ports from Australia. Japan and Cana- 1 
| da. This year it is claimed that the 
I entire product of Australian mines will 
i be needed at home; also that little coal 
ucan be obtained from Canada because j 
**f the enormous increase of population 1 
; in-its Northwestern provinces, making ; 
■ it impossible for the Alberta mines of , 
j Canada to supply the local demand. 

Last winter the Canadian Pacific 
hauled coal 8,000 miles from Nova 
1 Scotia to Alberta to help supply the 
suffering settlers.

Last winter when the j coming winter «s a serious question. + 


I-ong ago the authorities were warned 
that the coming winter would show a 
40 per cent, shortage of coal, but it 
looks as if the 40 per cent, shortage 
hail already arrived. All the rai 1 roads 
are largely increasing their train ser¬ 
vice and thus constantly consuming 
more coal. When the St. Paul is fin¬ 
ished to Seattle they will require 6,000 
tons per day for railroad use. not to 
; mention the new towns and villages 
, springing up along the new mileage. 

For two years past few mines have 
l»een opened. For one year past no 
coal lands have been entered, the Pres¬ 
ident having withdrawn 68,000,000 
acres of coal land from public entry. 

The great demand fur house con¬ 
sumption has not yet commenced. The 
existing famine is caused by the great 
demand from industrial plants and for 
' railroad use.

Uniformly colored 
eggs look much lietter than a mixed 
lot and will usually sell (letter. Home 
velvet the short, round eggs, (relieving 
these will produce a large percentage 
•f pullets, but the shape of the eggs 
has nothing to do with the sex of tbe 
chick Continuous selection of the 
roundest eggs will gradually produce a 
•train of hens that will lay round eggs 


Liquid Lice Killers. 

As a general rule, the commercial 
liquid lice killers are more dependable 
and satisfactory than homemade kero¬ 
sene mixtures. However, the follow¬ 
ing combinations will lie found reliable 
If carefully used: A saturate solution 
of crude unplithslene (lakes In kero¬ 
sene. made by dissolving In kerosene 
all It will lake up of crude uaphtha- 
lene flakes, makes an effective lice 
paint and I* a g*»»d remedy for scaly 
leg. Two fluid ounces of any coal ta: 
disinfecting liquid mixed with a gal 
Ion of. kerosene Is an effective lire 
paint for destroying ml mites and 
coop lice. Either of these preparations 
used as a liquid lice paint about the 
roosts and dropping lioards should l«* 
applied lu the forenoon or before »b*' 
middle of the day. so that they will 
thoroughly dry Into the woodwork Is* 
fore the fowls go to roost.
